At a special board meeting 
Tuesday, Mayor Jim Betustak and a 
concept team presented a plan for 
expanding the southeast portion of 
Lindenhtust to create a gateway at 
Grand Awnue and Route 45, where an 
Araoai gas station is currently situat- 
ed. 

The plan to develop about 245 
acres was presented as a mixed use 
commtmity, with plans for commer- 
cial development, residential develop- 
ment, some civic development and 
the protection and enliancement of 
natural wetlands. The plan would 
have strict architectural guidelines for 
all retail and conimercial develop- 
ment and would include open spaces 
and greenways tliat would add to the 
feeling of a town center. 

In order to 
help support this 
commercial devel- 
opment, new resi- 
dential * areas 
would be built, 
including condo- 
miniums, town 
homes, row hous- 
es, duplexes and 
duster single- family homes. 

The O'Leary Companies have 
some of the land and wetlands 
amassed, and are in discussion with 
landovmers in the lower triangl& 
i»».h "V\fe will enhance and work 
around tlie wetlands with tlie corps of 
engineers, to create an amenity for the 
village," said Richard Swanson of 
Westminster Swanson, 

The plan would create a down- 
town identity with upscale shopping, 
similar to that of Deer Paric Plans 
would call for retail shops and bou- 
tiques, a destination activity sudi as a 
■movie tlteater, and specialty shops 
that could feature an ice cream shop 
or a coffee shop. Plans call for it to be 
similar to the Deer Park Shopping 
Center. 

.The builders have constructed 
many homes in the North Shore com- 
munities, and would continue that 
. tradition In Village Green- 
However, not everyone was pleased. 
One resident said he thought the 
development would increas«» his 
taxes, \^ch he considers high already 
Another resident whose property 
abuts the project said she was 
opposed because it would diange the 
neighborhood, according to Jim 
Stewns, village administrator.

Chamber of Commeces are acting as hosts. 

"Each day, we are getting more of diat 
spring feeding for die -walleyes," said Jim 
Kalkofen, PWT executive director. 

Kalkofen said die fishermen have been fre- 
quenting die area economy, for hotel stays or 
spare parts or for a place to tell a fish story or 
two. Claude LeMere, community development 
director for Fox Lake, has estimated a $1 million 
economic impact. 

Kurt 2iicharias, site superintendent for 
Chain 0' Lakes State Park near Fox Ixike, said 
dial diere have been "Quite a few" boats being 
launched from tiiere. "We have some pro fisher- 
men here. We're open for camping die day after 
Christmas. 

John Kaperka, genera! manager for die Best 
Western Hegency Hotel in Antioch, toumament 
headquarters, said tour nament staff blocked oil 
50 of die 68 rooms for PWT use. 

"If diey're successful, it will be a boon to die 
Chain," said Howard "Bud" Scott, chairman of 
die Fox Water;vay Agency. Walleyes have histor- 
ically been in lai^e supply. 

Temperatures in die 80s meant more of a 
reason to worry about sunburn on die prep days 
leading up to die April 20 kickoff. 

Robert Schine, of Crystal Lake, was hopeful 
dial his son, Jason, would have a good time fish- 
ing as an amateur. "He'll do OK. He knows them 
now. He wants to fish someday in die VWL Wi\h 
die wann weatiier, it h;is also been shallow," 
Schine said of his son, who lives in Lake Villa. He 
said he is glad diat the PWT professions arc here. 

Bob Hanson, whose home area in 
Minnesota has 60 lakes nearby, said the fishing 



should be good tills week. 

"There is a Ion of fish in the system," 
Hanson said. He praised die welcome from die 
Chain O' Lakes. "This community has been so 
welcoming for us."

People who live near llie ball park willi 
newly installed lights protested the strengtli 
and direction of lights that lit up tlie neigh- 
borhood, and tlie Township board agreed. 
The fields are on Grass Uke Road, between 
Deep Lake Road and Route 83. 

Marcia Kulp, who lives near the park, said 
tJie lights exceeded everyone's esqiectations. 

"They are a work in progress. There are 
too many lights going in the wrong places," 
she said. 

Like Villa owns the fields, but leases it to 
tlic Lake VillaTownship youlli baseball organ- 
ization. The village paid about $80,000 for tlie 
lights, but expects about half of the cost to be 
paid back by the baseball organization. 

"Tlicre's a lot of spillover light, and it's 
even too bright for baseball because tlic ball 
gets lost in the light," said Mayor Frank 
Loffrcdo. Tlie lights were meant to be less 
invasive of tlie surrounding neighborhood. 
They should be directed downward rather 
tlian outward, and the baffies on the lights 
were supposed to help direct ilie light. 

The lights sit on poles that are 70 feet tall, 
and an ordinance was changed to allow this 
raUier than the old ordinance thai restricted 
poles to 35 feet. The lights were designed by 
Universal Sport Lighting, Atlanta, HI., and 
were installed by baseball coaches and league 
officials. 

Loffredo said tlie lights would be adjusted 
and no games would be played until tlie situ- 
ation was remedied. The lights are on only 
when an evening baseball game is being 
played and must be turned off by 10:15 p.m.

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Your pefs dental care 
begins at home 

Dental hcaltli is Important for your 
pel's overall health. Combined with the 
dental component of your pet's annual 
wellness examination, a home dental 
care regimen can prevent pain and 
expense in the long nin. 

Bmshing your pet's teetji maysound 
like a tiresome task, hut Dr. Bill Krug, a 
resident in veterinary dentistry and oral 
surgery at the University of Illinois 
Veterinary Teaching Hospital says to try 
it. 

"Think about how you'd feel if you 
went one or two days without brushing 
your teeth. Now think about what your 
teeth would be like after eight or nine 
years williout cleanirig." 

Like humans, pets can get bacterial 
and tartar buildup on their teeth, leading 
to deep gum disease, or periodontids. 
The gums and underlying bone recede 
as a consequence of tlie untreated infec- 
Uon, resulting in loose, painful teedi, 
inflamed gums, and exposed roots. 

"We see a lot of cases of severe dam- 
age and discomfort that could be pre- 
vented with regular dental hygiene," 
Krug said. If the task of tooth brushing 
seems daunting at first, he suggests tak- 
ing "baby steps" toward a dental hygiene 




routine. 

Start gradually by holding your pet 
and looking into its mouth. (Of course, if 
you think you may get bitten, don't put 
yourself In danger, and find an alterna- 
tive to brusliing.j Lift die lips so you can 
examine the teeth. As your pet gels more 
comfortable widi this, try putting some 
veterinary toothpaste on your- finger and 
rubbing it on the teedi, 

Some pets may find this a pleasant 
experience, since most veterinary tooUi- 
pastes are flavored, and diey may like die 
petting and attention. Many veterinary 
toothpastes fight bacteria and tartar by 
activating anU-bacterial salivary 
enzymes. , 

After your pet gets used to your rub- 
bing its tcedi and gums, you can try 
wrapping gauze around your finger or 
using a soft rubber finger brush on your 
index finger. 'Hiis can help get more food 
debris off the teeth. With small strides 
like these, Krug said, your pet may let 
you brush its teeth with a regular pet 
toodibrush within a few weeks. 

Brushing is the most effective 
way of removing food debris, thus 
minimizing bacterial growth and tar- 
tar formation. It takes a good deal of 
patience and persistence, but the few 
minutes a day you invest can prevent 
future discomfort, disease, and 
expense. 

Although Dr. Krug insists that 
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brush ffrgi is 'X", - 
l^e beiii-l/rM^^

acknowledges that' 
some pets just won't" 
stand for it. FoT those^ 
pets, alternatives such : 
rinses, chew toys, and s| 
cial diets can help. De 
rinses that you can add to 
pet's drinking water cat 
reduce bacterial and 
buildup. 

Chew toys, such as rope bones, ^ 
nylon bones, and crocheted "mice,"' 
can help scrape food debris off teeth. 
Rawhide chews, too, can help clean 
teeth, but Dr. Krug advises against 
cow bones and pig hooves available 
in some pet stores, since they are 
hard enough to cause painful tooth 
fractures. Special dental chews, such 
as C.E.T. treats for dogs and cats, are 
infused with enzymes that help kill 
bacteria. 

Good dental care begins at home 
and can save pain and expense in the 
long run. For more Information 
about a home dental care regimen, 
contact your local veterinarian or 
visit the Web site of the American 
Veterinary Dental College at 
w^vw.avdc.org.

His face and voice launched a million 
crushes during his teen idol years, and Donny 
Osmond may win a new generalion of young 
hearts vvitli a best-selling CD and return to a 
Lake County stage this summer. 

Refusing to "hide behind" oUicr artists' 
songs, Osmond has finally discovered "Wliat I 
Meant to Say,", a new album which he co- 
wrote and produced. Ttie lifelong entertainer 
will perform numerous songs from his 54tli 
album, which has won critical and commer- 
cial success, at the Genesee Theatre June 3, 

Osmond surrounded himself with capable 
songwriters and musicians, but found that the 
project's outcome depended on whetlier he 
alone could "come up with die goods." 

"I've been under that kind of pressure my 
whole life, and I tlirive on it," 
he said. "There's nothing 
like sitting in die hot 
seat to make you do 
something about it." 

Despite earning 
his first top-ten sin- 
gle in 30 years and

receiving positive reviews, motivation for cre- 
ating his own lyrics and melodies came from a 
music writer's offensive remark. A New York 
critic accused Osmond of "hiding behind 
other people's material your whole career," an 
insult made more injurious by its apparent 
truth. 

"I thought, 'Wow, maybe he's right,"' 
Osmond admitted of not writing original 
songs. "This is something that's been in die 
back of my mind, diis is always something I've 
wanted to do." 

^ Wliile wridng the album, Osmond discov- 
ered that what he meant to say mirrored what 
he originally swore he would not sing. He told 
his co-writers that he wanted to stay away 
from "sappy," cliched love songs, but realized 
that such senUments flowed freely and hon- 
estly in his writing. 

His first single, "Breeze on By," resulted 
from a creative flash as capricious and whim- 
sical as its title. As diey relaxed in his swim- 
ming pool enjoying a perfect sun-blossomed 
afternoon, co-writer Gary Bariow said that 
he never enjoyed such days in England. 
Over the telephone, Osmond sings liis 
rejoinder, "I got sunshine every day," and 
.relays his songwriter partner's reaction of 
: "Oh, dial's pretty cool, do it again." The 
duo laid Osmond lyrics over a George 
Benson riff and completed the new song in 
20 minutes. 

Considerably more stress went into writ- 
ing "Whenever You're In Trouble," a song 
inspired by Osmond's 20-year-bId son. 
Homesick while completing his two-year 




church mission in Scodand several months 
ago, the young man conversed for a half-hour 
via e-mail before finding peace with his fadier 
and saying goodbye. 

Written to express Osmond's uncondi- 
tional love for his son, the song developed a 
greater significance when die singer's modier 
died during the album's recording. . 

"I finislied Uic lyrics, read them arid I real- 
ized, almost as an epiphany, that die song was 
a concept given to me by my moUier," he said, 
recalling her constant love and support. "It 
was written by her Uirough me to them. It was 
a pretty powerful moment, and I'll never for- 
get it." 

Also heartfelt is "My Perfect Rhyme," a 
song written to his wife, Debbie. Osmond 
promised he would write a song for her when 
they were married more dian 2G years ago, 
and finally got around to completing the nag- 
ging household chore. 

After presenting the song to her, Osmond 
said, his wife gave her approval by remarking, 
"All right, you've just bought yourself another 
26 years.'" 

He visited Warren Township High School 
several years ago to speak on die importance 
of fine arts in school, and Osmond said he is 
honored to be among the first singers to per- 
form at die re-bom Genesee. Local fans will 
hear a mix of old and new hits, as Osmond 
sings several tunes alone on stage and reprises 
favorites such as "Soldier of Love." 

His second set-half would commence 
widi a jazz piano-driven "Puppy Love," a song 
he "didn't want anything to do with" during 
his young-adult years. Hearing a female fan 
accuse him of messing with her "memories," 
however, led him to closely the number. 

"At that point I realized, 'why don't you just 
embrace die past, because it brought you to lliis 
point," he said. "And to an extent, diis show is 
embracing my entire 42-year history." 

Osmond made his television debut at age 
five on "llie Andy Williams Show," and still loves 
being "able to take people from one end of the 
spccmim to die odier." Tills set's arrangements 
allow fans to become closely involved vtfiili his 
lyrics, he said. 

"I dilnk diere's more of a connection widi 
what I'm singing live than my oUicr tours in die 
past," he said, claiming Uiat stripped-down pre- 
sentations would contribute toward a more inti- 
mate environment widi listeners. 

"I left home die lasers and all diat kind of 
stuff," he said. "People don't walk out humming 
Uielights." 

Thousands of shows into his career, 
Osmond said die same passion for performing 
will drive his concert in Waukegan, and guide 
him dirough die songs and siniggles diat follow. 
He scoffs when asked what piece he would sing 
periectly if he could choose just one, calling per- 
fection a goal impossible to achieve. "I learned 
diat the hard way diroughout the 1900s, when I 
was trying to be perfect, and it direw me into a 
quandary in die '90s," he said. 

Allowing a deeper look into his psyche, 
Osmond said that die Genesee show would be a 
joy for his audience and himself. "After going 
dirough social anxiety disorder and panic 
attacks and all lliat, I realize I can get on-stagc 
and it won't be a perfect show. But it will be a 
perfect show for diat night" 
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I wish I could be happy for brain-damaged 
Terri Schiavo now diat she's free of her 
feeding tube and imperfect body. But her 
niodierhas convinced me it Wiisn't her 
time to go. One look in her grief-stricken face 
reveals a tmdi greater dian any Supreme Court 
Ruling. 

A modier knows her child , even when 
cxjjerts widi degrees and decrees say odier- 
wise. 

I think of die gre- 
garious boy next-door 
who fills the room widi 
Schubert or Dixieland 
as he plays his beloved 
piano. His adoptive 
mom proudly looks 
on. If she had listened 
to the experts, her 
autistic son miglit still 
be on a back ward in 
Rumania or worse. 

But a mom knows 
die tmih. 

I diink of co-work- 
er Julie, a single mom 

who diligendy aires for her disabled daughter 
widi littie diought of herself. 'Iliis modier will 
never receive an award for her daily sacrifice, 
not even a handmade Modier's Day card from 
daughter Michelle. Butjulie matter-of-factly 
faces her daugliter's many physical and mental 
challenges, and privately celebrates her accom- 
plishments. 

Tliat's because a mom knows die trudi. 

I look at a photograph of my smiling 
nephew and his feisty modier. Deb. Nephew 
Darron just tumed 21 , but brain injured at birdi 
functions at die level of an infant. Still Deb, a 
Biology professor teaching the best and die 
brightest, devotes every spare minute nltendlng 
to die needs of Uiis Joyful child. 'l\vo decades 
ago the experts recommended InsiUudonaliTa- 
don, and predicted his death widiin mondis. 

But a mom knows die tmdi. 

Ihcn I look at my own son. He came to us 
at3, asouilieni boy widi a beaming smile, 
ponylail, and die label "special needs." Otlier 
children ridiculed him because of his learning 
disabilities. Teachers who lacked die patience 
or understanding shunted him to a comer by 
himself. 

Imagine their surprise when he tested "gift- 
ed" in art. He now plans on going to college. 

No surprise to me, beauise I know the 
tnidi. 

So it's telling diat Terri Schiavo should face 
her maker after receiving Easier communion, 
her final meal being a drop of Clirist's blood. 
Just as Modier Mary had to helplessly watch 
Jesus' slow, agonizing crucifixion. Tern's modi- 
er was forced to sit by while her child was con- 
demned and executed for die sin of living as an 
imperfect being. 

Both Mary and Tern's modier knew the 
inidi, but no one would listen.

"Lost Land," a new play by Stephen 
Jeffreys making its premiere at Cliicago's 
Steppenwolf Theatre, relies on historical fic- 
tion to probe family dynamics, political 
change in a war-ravaged country and perr 
sonal obligations. 

There's a lot to digest in this engrossing 
drama set in 1918-1919 in an isolated castle 
in the v«ne-growing region of northern 
Hungary. World War i is nearing an end, and 
a wily govemment emissary, Miklos, has 
arrived at tlie casde to talk Count Krdstof, 
the lord of tiie manor, out of retirement 
and lure him back to political life in 
Budapest. 

The Miklos character is .modeled on 
Count Mihaly (Michael) Karolyi, a statesman 
who briefly held die title of president of an 
independent Hungarian republic immedi- 



ately follov«ng lire armistice. 

The old order is changing. The idea of 
peasants as property owners, particularly 
Hungarians who marry outsiders, is gaining 
currency. All too soon, however, Hungary 
finds itself in a Uglit spot under terms of tlie 
war setUement: the country faces the loss of 
two-tliirds of Its land and nearly half of its 
population. 

Terry Johnson directs a stellar cast, 
including three seasoned Steppenwolf 
ensemble members: John Malkovich, 
Martha Lavey and Yasen Peyankov. 

The play offers an ideal forum for 
Malkovich, wlio plays Kristof, die local land 
baron convinced (partly out of guilt over his 
late father's unorthodox actions] of the 
necessity to redistribute certain parcels of 
vineyard land to Tamas (Ian Barford), a peas- 
ant under his dominion. One time the prime 
mover behind tlie development of his coun- 



try's railway system, Kristof now envisions a 
series of bridges that could facilitate com- 
merce widi the Russians. 

Lavey, SteppenwolPs artistic director, 
stands out as KristoFs sister llona, a conserv- 
ative who looks do\\fn on the peasantry and 
devotes herself to running tlie family winery, 
whose Tokaj wine is reverenced as a 
"national treasure." Peyankov, as the 
unscrupulous government agent, minds live 
manor during Kristof s absence and treats It 
as his personal fiefdom, consuming the 
choicest vintage and dallying with both llona 
and Anna (Katrina Lenk), a young Slovakian 
servant attached to tlie household and mis- 
tress to Kristof. 

For Kristofs benefit, Anna plays dress- 
up and wears clothes Uiat once belonged to 
the late countess. How serious tlicir relation- 
ship is becomes clear in die final scene, just 
as how far Kristof is willing to be manipulat- 
ed by his devious antagonist Miklos. 

By the time Kristof returns from his mis- 
sion in Budapest, many of tlie peasants are 
fleeing die country, die vineyard is in ruins 
and the count's entire way of life forever dis- 
rupted. 

"Lost Land" offers a unique look at a dif- 
ficult but unfailingly fascinating period in 
history.

This would give Styne 
insiglit tliat he could call upon later when her 
wrote the music for Funny Girl, based on Brice's 
life starring Barbra Streisand. 

In tlie eariy 30's he moved to New York and 
eventually found himself working as a vocal coach 
for 20 Century Fox studios in Hollywood. By 1943, 
he teamed witli Sammy.Calin. The pair vwote an 
endless suing of hit songs including Time After 
Time, It's Been a Long Long Time, Let It Snow, llie 
Christmas Waltz, It's Magic, I've 

Heard Tliat Song Before, 1 Fall In Love "Too 
Easily, Five Minutes More, and the Oscar-winning 
Tliree Coins In A Fountain. 

Styne eventually moved his efforts to 
Broadway, and had his first smash witli 1947's 
High Button Shoes and scored a major triumph 
witli Gentleman Prefer Blondes, starring Carol 
Channing. Later it was made into a motion picture 
classic starring Marilyn Monroe and her memo- 
rable version of Diamonds Are A Giri's Best Friend. 
More successes on Broadway followed witli Peter 
Pan, Bells Are Ringing, Do Re Mi and tlie timeless 
masterpiece Gypsy, wliicli has been revived suc- 
cessfully in 1974, 1909 and for television with Bette 
Midler. 

However Styne's biggest Broadway success 
came witli 1954's Funny Giri starring 21 year-qld 
Babra Streisand and featuring such classics as 
People, Don't Rain On My Parade and I'm The 
Greatest Star Styne considered this to be his best 
score. The show ran for over !,300 perfomiances 
and was made intaan enormously successful film, 
with Streisand wanning tlie Oscar for Best Actress. 

Styne continued to write scores for shows 
through 1993's Red Shoes, alUiough nothing 
matched his previous successes of Gypsy and 
Funny Giri. 

He would later say, "I've led an exciting and 
productive life. Any composer who could write for 
botli a Sinatra and SU^isand in Uieir lifetime is 
lucky. And if I tliink about Gypsy. 1 think what a 
privilege to have worked with Jerome Robbins, 
Arthur I^urents, Stephen Sondheim and Etliel 
Mennan. Tliat's a lot of talent for one show." 

That's a lot of talent for one composer named 
Jule Styne. And coupled wiUi the exciting perform- 
ing talent knovwi as Denise Tomasello, the pairing 
of Styne and Tomasello, promises to be pure 
entertainment mage.

About the Volo Bog State Natural Area 

Tlic current landscape of the northeast comer of 
Illinois ivas sliaped principally liy glacial activity thou- 
sands of years a^. As ttic climate continued to warm, 
the Ice blocks melted, fommg depressions ivhich 
developed into lakes, bogs and marshes, Volo Bog tvas 
originally a deep 50-acrc lake, with steep banks and 
poor drainage. Research on pollen grains preserved in 
the bog itultcates that the lake began filling with vege- 
tation approximately 6,000 years ago. A floating mat, 
consisting primarily of sphagnum moss formed 
around the outside edges among the cattails and 
sedges. Volo Bog is significant in tliat it exhibits all 
stages of bog succession. 

Each season brings its own beauty and woiuier to 
Vob Bog and seasonal visits allow for obsenmion of a 
wide variety of plant at\d animal life. In the spring ferti 
fiddlcheads reveal their beautiful fronds^Bogbuckbean 
and leaiherleafbloom in abundance. A great variety of 
songbirds, toaterfowl and wading birds stop by as they 
migrate iwrih to tlieirstitnmer rusting areas.

a chance to host the Gold Cup, the equivalent 
of die Daytona 500, Jim writes a check for 
$50,000 on tlie spot on an account that no 
doubt doesn't have enough to buy a bag of 
groceries. He convinces Uie local banker to 
give him a few weeks to raise Uie money by 
clearing the check as slowly as possible. Wlien 
tliose days run out and the town's pride is 
invested in the race, the mayor moves money 
from government reserves so Uiat Jim can use 
it. Tlie plan is to repay it when a sufficient 
amount of race tickets are sold. If tliey don't 
sell, bolli Jim and the Mayor will face heavy 



charges. 

Tlieir boat, "Miss Madison 
06" does not do very well in 
tlie races leading up to Uie 
Gold Cup. Opposition is 
against tlie well financed and 
well equipped boats of 
Budweiser and Atlas Van Lines 
(deep pocket backers of tlies'e 
fast boats and perhaps of diis 
film as well, due to a consider- 
able amount of screen time). 
Young Mike travels the circuit 
viitii his dad, and tlie other 
youngsters have little mercy 
for the boy with tlie boat tliat 
some say is so slow you need a 
calendar ratlier than a clock to 
time it. Wlien the otlier kids 
come to Madison, Mike finally 
is able to showcase his 
Midwestern valuesreand a 
pretty impressive steamboat 
on the river. This creates tlie 
dramatic setting for a come- 
from-behind victory at tlie end 
of the film. 

There are autlientic 
moments in tlie movie tliat go 
beyond the documentary 
footage. 

As is die case \villi racecars 
on liie round track, hydroplane 
boat racing is dangerous. Bonnie 
observes at one point lliat Uiey 
would often race on Sunday and 
attend a funeral on Tuesday. 
Somedmes wlien tlie driver was 
making a last minute push to win a race, it was 
eitlier"goorblow." 

Tills film is just coming out after being on 
tlie shelf for four years. Tliis somewhat unusual 
sports story is corny, williout going all the way to 
syrupy, but hard not to like. For tliosc looking for 
a wami film willi family values as a core tlieme, 
this one fits tlic bill. Willi tlie controversy and 
huge promotion (and tlie recent re-release) of 
"Tlie Passion of die Christ," in which James 
Giwczel played Jesus, CaviczcVs name is now 
much better known. • 



George's TEike When 1 was a teenager my 
dad had a IG-foot fisliing boatjust like tJie one in 
tlie movie. Tlie surprise in die film v/as that the 
logo on tlie boat said "Sears," the same place 
Dad bought his boat. Tliat's some very impres- 
sive attention to detail. 

Pam's Tlalte: If you ever drive the county 
roads in Illinois, Indiana, Micliigan-oranyollier 
Midwestem state, die decline and desolaUon of 
some of llie towns will remind you of what has 
happened to Uie place Bonnie drives Uirough in 
Uie film. 

Tlie archival footage of actual boat crashes 
inU^duces Uie casual observer to die real perils 
of hydroplane racing and lifts Uiis film above tlic 
water line of mediocrity. Allhougli totally pre- 
dictable wiUi respect to die outcome, it was 
enjoyable to have a happy ending, wliidi was 
reinforced wiUi documentary footage of a real 
sporting event (as in "Fever Pitch"). "Madison" is 
an excellent family film. This come-from- 
beliind Uue story is a great inspiration for any 
town or city Uiat has to find a new way to survive.

HI Dr. Singer, 

We liave several grade school age 
kids. We think our kids arc pretty 
smart and arc capable of under- 
standing things wcli^ but when H 
comes to doing things they wont to 
do, even tf tlicy arc not o.k. wltli us, 
they seem to still go ahead and do 
them. Wc try explaining why they 
should not do them, but they do them 
anyway. When we explain why they 
should not do tliem, they seem to 
glaze over. Do all kids do tills or did 
we Just get lucky and Is It Just a spe- 
cial trait In our three? G.G. 

HiG.G., 

Fear not! AH kids do this. Not because 
they're bad. Just because they're kids. The 
1st piece of advice I ever give parents who 
come to see me about kid behavior prob- 
lems is to stop feeling a need to justify 
everything you do with your kids when 
they misbehave. Explanations of bad 
behavior are o.k., but timing is eveiything. 
For explanations to change behavior at all, 
they need to happen after the behavior 
costs the child something. If you talk first 
and punish later, or worse yet, don't pun- 
isli, you arc wasting valuable oxygen and 
will never see a change in behavior. Even 
worse, you are training your kids to not 
respect you. That can become disastrous if 
not reigned in fast. If you are not sure 



whether you do this or not, it's easy to find 
out. Just listen to yourself the next time 
your child misbehaves. Are you punishing 
the misbehavior right away to be effective- 
ly teaching the child what to do or riot do, 
or are you gently giving a thesis on wliy 
that was the wrong choice? When I say 
punish I do not mean violently! 
- In order to make a child stop misbe- 
having, you must first think like a child. 
Ask yourself if any of your explanations 
would mean something to you if you were 
a child right now. For example, if you are a 
child who is swinging around a yo-yo 
because it is fun, and then mom comes 
over and tells you to stop swinging it 
because it could hit the baby, what do you 
think will be important to that child at 
that moment? If you are smart, you will 
realize that the yo-yo swinging is fun and 
feels better than not yo-yo swinging and 
the baby is second priority at best. Not 
because the child resents the baby 
(although that can happen too,) but 
because the child is having immediate fun 
swinging the yo-yo. Also, because the child 
dos not have the same understanding of 
cause and effect that you do. The child 
thinks in the moment and doesn.t worry 
about what happens next. That is normal 
for all kids. This is also where parents get , 
very tempted to want to explain cause and 
effect. Teaching is fine as long as you 
understand that the explanation does not 
get remembered unless there is something 
else first. You must have their attention 
first and to do that you must use appropri- 
ate punishment. For those of you who 
know me, you know I do not mean violent 
punishment. For those of you who do not 
know me, listen up-there are many great, 
creative punishments that can be used 
that work well without the use of violence!

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breath and make sure your child listens 
the first time, punish first and ask ques- . 
tions later. Stop explaining why they need 
to stop doing the bad act first. Stop them 
from doing it, make it immediately feel 
bad that they did it and then afterwards 
you can teach the lesson and explain all 
you want. If you keep explaining and 
never punish the bad behavior, the child 
realizes that there are good odds that he or 
she will get away with whatever was done 
and only have to listen to you talk (proba- 
bly in a kind and gentle way-after all, isn't 
that what "most parents have been taught 
to do lately?) Ask yourself how much that 
would make you think about doing that 
behavior again? 

If you feel "addictively" compelled to 
give explanations and you feel you are out 
of options that are effective to stop bad 
behavior and you are tired of the bad 
behavior, come see me. I can teach you a 
short, sweet system that stops bad behav- 
ior, even in distractible kids, fast, with very

In less than two months since 
the program was implemented, 
nearly 400 Lake County residents 
have saved $10,000 with an exclu- 
sive drug discount program 
offered by the county. 

Early feedback has suggested 
that residents are taking advan- 
tage of the program, which kicked 
off in late February, said Patricia 
Donald, director of community 
health services for the Lake 
County Health Department. 

Lake County is one of only 16 
counties nationwide to participate 
in the early stages of the pilot pro- 
gram while NACo determines its 
success. 

Tliere is no enrollment, neces- 
sary for tlie discount. It is available 
to all county residents who are 
uninsured, or whose insurance plan 
docs not isrovide assistance witli

prescription drugs, Donald said. 

There are a whole bunch of 
other (drug discount) programs 
out there," Donald said. "Were not 
trying to promote this above other 
(programs). ..it's just a good 
option." 

In tiie fist five weeks of the pro- 
gram 363 people picked up the dis- 
count cards from local govern- 
mental buildings. Those 363 peo- 
ple have already had 704 prescrip- 
tions, Donald said. 

Total savings have come out to 
$9,685. Savings have averaged 
about 19 percent per prescription. 



. Donald added. 

"This Is really something that 
has touched a lot of people," 
Donald said of the availability of 
discount cards. "It's noflimited by 
anything." 

Not limited, because most 
anyone can pick up of the discount 
cards and immediately begin sav- 
ing at local pharmacies. Roughly 
80 percent of lake County pharma- 
cies are accepting the discount 
cards. Wal-Mart and Sam's Club are 
notable exceptions. 

Because it is still a pilot pro- 
gram, NACo representatives have 
said they arc unsure how long it 
will continue. The program'is to be 
reviewed in early summer, at 
which point it could be expanded 
to more counties or discontinued, 
Donald said. 

Early feedback has suggested 
that NACo will continue, said 
Andrew Goldschmidt, director of 
membership for NACo.

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The College of Lake County 
board of trustees appointed the 
Pauly Group of Springfield, HI., to 
conduct a re-opened search for a 
new president of the college. The 
current president, Gretchen J. 
Naff, will retire on June 30. 

The board made its decision 
after emerging from a three-hour 
closed session. "We know that 
selecting a new president is very 
important to our community, and 
especially within the college," said 
board Chairman William M. 
Griffin after the meeting. "We've 
received comments supporting 
the decision we announced last 
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month to re open the search and 
others asking us to re-consider 
other finalists from the search. We 
felt these comments deserved 
serious consideration. In the end, 
we still feel that re-opening the 
search is in the best interests of 
the college." 

Griffin also said that the board 
expects to name an interim presi- . 
dent soon to take over when 
President Naff retires, "We know 
continuity is important and want 
to reassure our students, our 
employees and the community 
that we arc addressing this issue."

A Lake County woman's painful parenting 
experiences motivate her efforts to treat 
nationally a problem that she believes tears 
apart families arid individual lives. 

Started by Gurnee resident Nancy 
Spoolstra, tlie Attachment Disorder Network 
(ADN) serves foster and adoptive families par- 
enting children who have been abused or neg- 
lected, causing them to suffer from Reactiye 
Attachment Disorder. Hie group will host a 
seminar at Village Church of Gurnee, located 
at 1319 N. Hunt Club Road, on April 27 and 28. 

Many children raised at a young age by 
multiple caregivers learn to be mistrustful of 
all adults, Spoolstra said, and assimilating 
them into healtliy families could take years. 

"These are die kids tliat grow up to be bor- 
derline-antisocial sociopatlis," Spoolstra said. 
"They're people who don't understand how to 
interact widi those with diose around Uiem." 
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Sexually and emotionally abused, her chil- 
dren's behavior ranged from playing off their 
pitiable persona to score test answers at school 
to breaking a cat's leg. One chUd sometimes 
lashed out at her because her motherly role 
reminded him of being left alone at an early age, ■ 
"He was afraid to be vulnerable, so they do all 
kinds of distancing behaviors," Spoolstra said. 

She hopes to educate parents, social work- 
ers, educators and other adults why children 
who have endured traumatic early childhoods 
act as they do, and how to respond to unruly 
behavior when exliibited. Also discussed will 
be die numerous conditions that often co- - 
exist witli RAD, such as bipolar disorder and 
attention deficit hyperactivity disorder. 

Children wiUi RAD demand a rigidly con- 
trolled, structured environment to become 
emotionally healthy adults, and Spoolstra 
found diat residents and agencies have been 
"unprepared for the issues (RAD sufferers) 
brought into the county. 

"Parents shouldVe have to wear all the 



hats," she said. "Tlie whole concept that it 
takes a village to raise a child has never been 
more valid." 

ADN administrative assistant Kelly Killian 
said that "virtually every child that's adopted 
has some form of RAD, and it's just a matter of 
how far it swings." 

Tliey were typically ignored or abused 
during their fonnative years, she said, and 
must learn to trust the adults now responsible 
for their upbringing. 

Her own child often acts violently and does- 
n't yet "trust diat I'm going to be lliere everyday, 
and that's we're not going to move him again, 
even tliough he's been here for six years," Killian 
said. "If they can't bond wiUi a parent, how can 
they have a bonding relationship widi a hus- 
band and wife or their future children?" 

Five years passed before Killian could have 
her child diagnosed, and she regrets the time 
and progress lost. Most parents don't remain 
unaware Uiat ADN exists, and must actively 
treat die resuldng problems because medica- 



tion doesn't exist to nullify the negative effects. 
Echoing Spo olstra's statements, Killian said 
that teachers and otlier autliority figures must 
assert their power over tliese children, who arc 
often purposely confrontational to keep con- 
hol of situations. Disciplines tliat work wiUi 
healUiy children, such as sticker charts reward- 
ing achievement, fail to sway children with 
RAD who don't want to achieve, she said. 

Their seminar will give parents advice 
such as telling their children to clean tlicir 
rooms, but to have a nasty fit before they do so. 
"It's a win-win situation," Killian said. 

Registration for the seminars begins at 
7:30 a.m. April 27 and 28; tlic seminars run 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Therapist Nancy 
Thomas vrill lead Uiree different sessions and 
define ways of handling children who have 
RAD.

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Two Democratic women are cruising down the 
middle of the road as they attempt to put a new 
face on their party as it stands today in Lake 
County.

She voted for continuing mili^ 
tary recruitment on college campuses and federalizing 
driver's license rules to hinder terrorists. 

So far Bean looks like anything but a disciple of wild- 
eyed Nancy Pelosi, House minority leader and "yard 
boss" for liberals in Congress. 

In a communication to the publisher of Lakeland 
Newspapers, Ryg told how she recognizes the burden 
placed on Illinois businesses by tax increases. "I remain 
committed to making Illinois an attractive place to do 
business," the second-term Democrat asserted. I am 
working to root out excess government spending and 
efficiently implement proven growth strategies and 
develop new ones." Ryg expressed her view that limiting 
taxation. is an element of a strong economy; that it must 
be combined with a strategy for economic growth.

District 46 should indicate to developers 
and their villages that if a new project does 
not have an accompanying commercial ele- 
' ment helping to defray the costs of tlie addi- 
tional students, then NO new school will be 
built. Yes, this does strain the ousting schools, 
but how many of these small "boutique" 
schools can tlie residents afibrd, each witli 
their own additional set of fixed costs? 

Second, Robert Wasserman made an 
extended speech early in the meeting about 
how tills was the "diriiest" campaign he had 
ever seen^ This is interesting as he was one of 
tlie information providers to the 
www.d46info.com site. Instead of being infor- 
mational, this sitc.was niis-informantional at 
best and at its worst was a mean spirited 
propaganda site, Instead of informing the . 
public, all the site provided was a venue for 
increasingly vitriolic pro-referendum dia- 
tribes. 1 truly hope tliat lliis type of tactic 
ihakes its way to the dustbin of, campaign tac- 
tics. Obviously, it did not help any of tlie can- 
didates and its presence was disservice to the 
Grayslake community.

Lake County employers expect to hire at a 
favorable pace during the second quarter of 
2005, according to the Manpower 
Employment Outlook Survey. 

From April to June, 20 percent of tiie com- 
panies intemewed plan to hire more employ- 
ees, while 10 percent expect to reduce their 
payrolls, according to Manpower spokesper- 
son Anne Edmunds. Another 53 percent 
expect to maintaintlicircurTenlstafTlevelsand 
17 percent are not certain of dicir hiring plans. 

"Lake County employers have weaker hir- 
ing intentions than in die first quarter when 33 
percent of die companies interviewed intended^^ 
to add stalT, and 13 percent planned to reduce' 
hcadcount," Edmunds said, "Employers are 
also less positive about hiring tlian dicy were a 
year ago when 27 percent of companies sur- 
veyed thought employment increases were 
likely and 10 percent intended to cut back." 

For die coming quarter, job prospects 
appear best in Non-Durable Goods 
Manufacturing and Wholesale/Retail Trade.

"Tliis Is tlieir role as leaders of the church," 
Funtila said. "Tliey are tliere prayerfully I 
believe tlicy prayed and, at tlie same time, tliey 
have repeated during the elecdon that tlie 
spirit guides the cardinals in the election of the 
new pope." 

St. Anastasia celebrated tlie election of 
Benedict XVI at mass April 20, Funtila said. 

And wliile tliose of tlie Catholic faitli are 
honoring the new pope, iJiere is also hope tliat 
he will carry on some of Uie traditions of John 
Paul II. 

Mary Ann Brinkman, youtli ministry coor- 
dinator at St. Patrick's in Wadsworth, said she 
hoped Benedict XVI would continue the uadi- 
tions of World Youlli Day, an event that was 



founded by John Paul II.- 

Brinkman said every two to three years, 
John Paul II selected anotliercity in a diiTereni 
part of tlie world, where young people had die 
opportunity to attend mass and lake part in 
learning sessions led by tlie pope. 

St. Patrick's youtli group participated in 
World Youth Day in 2002, when it took place in 
Toronto. 

"Pope John Paul II was very youtli friendly 
so he'll always have a special place in our 
hearts," she said. "We hope the new pope will 
continue the traditions of World Youth Day." 

It has already become apparent tliat 
Brinkman will get her wish, as Benedict XVI 
said in his first homily as pope that he looked 
forward to meeting die young people of his 
church at World Youtli Day in Bonn, Germany 
next August. 

As Catholics around tlie worid welcome 
tlieir newleader, Dietz said the transition peri- 
od die church has experienced between tlie 
death of John Paul II and tlie election of 
Benedict XVI has been a time of reflection for

"It's a moment of pniyer for the passing (of 
Jolm Paul II) and a prayer for what's coming," he 
said.

B landing ai 1-6 in die season and sport- 
ing an average stature of 5-foot-2, tlie 
Round Lake Panthers soccer team has^ 
been short on size and intimidation,' 
but huge on heart.

Some of his mental teachings have seemed 
to go to heart as the team regularly matches up 
against opponents with much bigger, more 
experienced girls. But under Hmska's leader- 
ship, size isn't anything but a number. 

"We're a petite team and some odier teams 
can out-physical us," Hmska said. "My outside 
right (Cindy Gomez) who vwis 83 pounds, but 
she plays hard. She gets knocked down lliree or 
four times a game, but she gets up." 

Gomez and her petite frame might not 
intimidate anyone on the street, but her atti- 
tude serves as a model for the Round I^ke 
'"^eam. With three girls under die five foot mark, 
the team is quite small in stature. However, as 
any boxer will tell you, an opponent lliat just 
keeps on getting up is far more intimidating 
than a simple imposing figure. 

"We've got some really scrappy, tough 
girls," Hmska said. "Lizbeth Vazquez is anoth- 
er one that just plays hard, she's all over the 
place.

"We're just try- 
ing to gel him more comfortable at the plate 
and widi the bunt; he's being asked to bunt a 
lot right now." 

"I know 1 need to work on bunting," Cruz 
said, "1 need to have a good angle on the ball 
and try and look for a fastball. I also need to 
work on my fielding; I haven't been keeping 
my head down on defense, but it's coming 
around." 

In addition to trying to develop a comfort 
zone with bunting and in llie field, Cruz is still 
working on getting himself acclimated with 
varsity baseball, after winning tlve job last 
summer. 

"1 worked hard to get the spot (on varsity) 
and now I'm starting to feel good up there (at

It's hard to believe tliat just one year can

It is relatively easy to replace a 
faucet yourself, witlrout calling in a 
plumber, All you need are tlic right 
tools. 



Instructions: 

Turn off the water by closing 
the valves under the sink. If you 
do not have valves there, you must turn off the main water supply, which should be in 
the basement or a utility closet. Let any water trapped in the pipes run out by open- 
ing the spigots. If no additional water streams out, the water has been turned off suc- 
cessfully. 

Remove the water lines that are running to the faucet by using the crescent wrench. 
Use Ute wrench to remove tlie two plastic nuts beneath the sink that hold the faucet intact. 
Remove Uie faucet, and scrape off any residue around the siiik area. 

Shape die plumber's putty into a long roll, about the width of a pencil. Place the putty on the 
sink in tlie shape of the the new faucet base. Press the new faucet down onto die putty to seal it. 
Replace tlie plasdc nuts included willi tlic faucet by going underneath the sink again. Install die 
new fleidble water lines, without overtiglilening (hpnd-tighten and 1/2 tum wlUi the crescent 
wrench). 

Remove tlie excess putty from around the new faucet using the scraper. 

Unscrew die aerator (ihe tip of tlie faucet), and open die hot and cold water spigots. 'Ilim on 
the water supply again. Let the stream run for a few minutes to clear any debris that got lodged 
in die faucet wliile the water was shut off. Turn off die spigots and screw die aerator back on. 

You're now ready to enjoy your drip-free faucet! .

clean up or planning holiday 
decorations, a focus on your 
home's landscaping always make sense. 

"Landscaping is a major factor in a home's 
curb appeal, and curb appeal plays a vital role 
in determining how fast a home sells and 
whether It commands its fulll listing price or a 
bit less," says Bob Wisdom of RE/MAX 
Professionals. Tb realize your home's price 
potential, he adviSes, "Opulent landscaping 
isn't necessary, just somelliing tliat is simple 
and well done." 

Wisdom estimates that for two similar 
homes, one well landscaped and llie other not, 
die difference in selling price can be as high as 
10 percent in his area. 

He recommends that sellers adhere to a 
few basic precepts when it comes to preparing 
die home for sale. Keep tlie driveway in good 
condition (asphalt driveways must be sealed 
regulariy). Keep beds and shrubs neaUy 
trimmed and mulched. Use Dowering plants to 
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add some color in summer and add a few 
evergreens to provide color in winter. 

Wliat an owner spends to landscape her 
home should be commensurate \vidi the value 
of the property, advises Bob O'Hara of 
RE/MAX 

"The usual rule of thumb is diat you don't 
want to spend more than 5 to 10 percent of the 
value of your home on landscaping. 
Professional landscaping is not inexpensive, 
but it can help sell a home more quickly. I'd 
estimate it will cut tlie selling time of a home 
by anywhere from two weeks to a month," 
O'Hara said. 

Landscape isn't just an eye-appeal issue. A 
landscape created widi ease of maintenance in 
mind can definitely help well a home, con- 
tends Aram Bayzaee of RB/MAX. 

For tliose diinking of selling Uieir home In 
the next few years and considering a landscap- 
ing upgrade to make the property more 
attractive, Nancy Marshall of RE/MAX. 
recommends keeping things simple and 
selecting fast-growing shubs that will 
make an impact quickly.

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6 you've just spent almost all yoursavings buying a home, or dropped a fewmontJis rent 
making Uie move to a new apartment. More space, lots of possibilities, but tlie kitchen 
is an eyesore. Sure, .you'll paint, but how else can you turn a sad kitchen into a glad 
kitchen on a very small budget? 

According to experts at The Art Institutes, it is possible to stick to a tight budget and 
make a few simple, yet big impact changes that will turn an ugly duckling kitchen into a 
swan. 

Oneway to do this, according to Suzann Nordstrom,-an instructor witli The Illinois Institute 
of Art— Schaumburg, is to see kitchens as tliey used to be, when "freestanding furniture was used 
to house kitchen objects." Thougli this went out of fashion when built-in cabinetry came along, 
Nordstrom says it's making a comeback, and it's a perfect design idea for anyone redoing a 
kitchen on a tight budget. 

"Think about using a piece of furniture, which might already exist in the house or find a hutch 
or case piece at a flea market or antique shop," she says. By using an actual piece of furniture, you 
have an opportunity to set a specific style for your kitchen. Wliether it's French country, Asian- 
inspired or Italian farmhouse, chances arc a great piece can be found on almost any budget. 

In addition to furniture, Nordstrom says lighting can make or break die look of your kitchen. 
"The secret to making a Ugliting statement in your kitchen is to use task, ambient and accent," 
she explains. Most people do well witli ambient lighting, which is usually a large overhead fixture, 
but to get task and accent ligluing on a budget, Nordstrom recommends placing under-cabinet 
ligliting in the front and bottom of wall cabinets, or over islands or peninsulas by using pendants. 
Both types of lighting are easily available and afTordable at a local home center. Accent lighting 
can be achieved by using rope lighting above wall cabinets or using small lamps on freestanding 
furniture, islands or peninsulas. 

YanitzaTavarez, an interior design instructor at The Art Institute of Washington, has learned 
a trick or two for turning around the look of a drab kitchen. "Consider replacing yourknobs and 
handles. Whether you choose sleek and modem or fun and whimsical, new hardware provides a 
range ofoptionsUiat will fit into any budget," she says, ■ 

Cabinet resurfacing is anotlier option Tavarez recommends. Tliougli it's more expensive than 
just painting, it's not as pricey as all new cabinetry. She likes inserting glass panels for afresh new 
look. • 

Super easy tricks for updating and improving the look of any kitchen don't have to cost any- 
thing. Tavarez says "de-clutter your countcrtops and you'll be amazed how much cleaner and 
brighter your kitchen can look." For splashes of color, fill a beautiful bowl witli lemons or limes, 
or display a fresh, briglidy-colpred tea towel. Take your children's artwork and frame it. Witli

smaller pieces, you can use diem across a backsplash. Plastic or laminate frames are easy to wipe 
off,* says Tavarez, and they become "litUe masterpieces in your kitchen." 

With any budget, small or large, it's important to stay realistic. John Franke, a design instruc- 
tor at Tlie Art Institute of Pittsburgh says, "On a really tight budget, you usually can't move plumb- 
ing or necessarily buy new appliances," Instead, he recommends educating yourself by heading 
to your local home center, and finding out what's possible for tlie money you have. If you don't 
have a lot of counterlop, maybe you can afford a new laminate one. Laminates have come a long 
way in terms of mimicking the look of more expensive materials, and tlieir cost is still very afibrd- 
able. :' 

Last but not least, consider consulting with a professional designer. Tlidugh it may seem out 
of reach on a budget, many designers are willing to work widi a client on an hourly basis offering 
advice on color, lighting or effective use of space. "Designers are professionals, and are trained to 
find design solutions, even on a small budget," says Franke,

# B some critical information about saving your tree investment if you are considering any

/ 1 Save your tree investment during construction projects! 

M '\ Interest rates have crept up, but still are historically a fairly good bargain - and refi- 
nancing activity Is going strong, which will probably translate Into a lot of home expan- 
sions taking place tliis spring. Here arc some tips to help save one's continually growing tree 
Investments: 

Remember, the trees most sensitive to root damage Are those we consider the most desirable: 
sugar maples, white and red oalcs, and most hardwood forest trees. 

Disregard the tree myth tliat tlie older, larger trees will be hardier tlian the younger tree. In 
fact, ilia opposite is true. Younger, smaller trees can withstand more root injury than a mature 
tree. 

Protect u-ees adjacent to construction areas by fencing off root zones. Remember that roots 
are rarely deeper than 24 inches, witli tlie majority of the most valuable roots in the top six Inch- 
es of soil. These roots extend out a minimum one and a half times the widtJi of the branch 
canopy. Placing fent;cs just a few feet away from tree trunks may give a sense of security, but 
except for protecting tlie trunk itself, docs nothing to protect the tree. Also, don't be fooled when 
observingapparently-healthy trees on constniction projects at tlie time of work completion, A 
previously healthy tree which has been damaged during construction will not show any visual 
evidence of damage for several months, and will usually takes years to decline and eventually die. 

If excavation must take place within a' tree's root zone and the tree Is to be saved, have the 
roots pruned with a specialized root-pruning machine before the backhoe machine Is brought In 
and soil removal begins. The sooner the pruning takes place before excavation Is to begin,* the 
better, 

If equipment absolutely must pass over root areas, spread a tiiick layer (12-inch minimum) 
nf wood chips to help absorb the weight. Besides root compaction, changing the grade of tlie soil 
around trees can also be detrimental. A tree root system needs oxygen. Piling soil on top of tlie 
roots will literally sufTocate them. Also, changing tlie soil grade can alter drainage patterns, caus- 
ing n)ots zones to become and stay too wet. 

Involve an arborist, landscape architect, or horticulturist (Ideally all three!), in the early plan- 
ning stages of your project if existing trees are involved. An ounce of prevention can save tens of 
thousands of dollars in tlie rei>lacement of lost trees, and prevent lower land values due to the loss 
of Irreplaceable specimen trees. A mature tree has an appraised value of between $1,000 and 
$10,000 according to the Council of Tree and Landscape Appraisers. All in all, tree preservation 
is a very inexpensive way to ensure maximum return on Investment on any construction or 
remodeling project. 




Leave those grass clippings! 

Make a commitment not to bag grass clippings this mowing season. Returning tlie grass 
leaves to llie soil adds nutrients for the turf. By not bagging clippings mowing is faster and easi- 
er and unsiglitly curbside storage Is eliminated. Today's mulching mowers and mulching blades 
do a great job, but remember to not let the grass grow too long In between mowing occurrences. 

Ideally, no more tlian one diird of the grass leaf should be cut off during any mowing. 
Mowing heiglit should be between two and a half and tliree inches. Always keep the mower 
blades sharp. 

Flower power! 

If your emerging tulips and crocuses are devoured by animals tills spring, consider planting 
narcissus, hyacinth and scUla bulbs next fall. For a continuous supply of flowers, plant gladiolus 
bulbs every 10 days, beginning in late April, 3 to 4 Inches deep and 3 to 6 Inches apart. Gladioli, 
great summer-cut Dowers, bloom in 85 to 90 days. 

Correct mulching works! 

Obtain optimal long-term moisture conservation by mulching tree and shrub beds while the 
soil Is moisL Besides moisture conservation, mulching also discourages llie generation of weed 
seeds. 

Make sure tlie mulch Is a maximum of 3 inches deep. Avoid volcanoes! This is the practice of 
steeply mounding soil or mulch up against tree trunks. Tlie mounds, which are unsiglitly and 
unnatural in appearance, promote insect activity, diseases and can actually girdle the tree due to 
the bark rotting away. 

ideally, organic mulches should always be aged before applied. Fresh mulch, when decom- 
posing, robs tlie soil of nutrients. 

Crabgrass elimination help! 

Apply pre-emergenl crabgrass herbicide to turf when forsytliias are blooming. Apply crab- 
grass control only along hand surface areas such as driveways and sidewalks if you would like to 
reduce costs and llie amount used. These areas are the most common (and visible) areas for crab- 
grass due to the heat generated by the hard surfaces, and in many cases, the turf Is weaker due 
to the affbcts of winter dicing cliemicals. Also, if you are not treating the entire yard, make 
sure to spread on and around last year's known crabgrass-lnfested areas Uiroughout the lawn 
area. 

Avoid applying herbicides, or ferrillzers with herbicides, to any areas that will be re- 
seeded. —(c) Copyright.

old can niin tlie appearance of a home's interior and exterior, and certain types may 
even cause health-rclated problems if left unchecked. But, conquering and pre- 
venting mold is quite simple, according to Ed Keith, senior engineer with APA — 
Tlie Enginereed Wood Association. "It's all about venting and scaling," Keith said. 
"Get rid of die moisture and you've banished your mold problem." 

Industry research points to poorly scaled v^ndows and doors as major cul- 
prits for mold groivtii. But don't forget about proper venting. "We've seen folks seal 
tlieir homes up tight and forget about tlie importance of venting moisture," Keith said. People 
shouldn't let moisture collect from steamy showers, dishwashers and washing machines. Using 
a properly vented exliaust fan, for example, regularly keeps indoor spaces dry. 
APA says that if homeowners are armed wiUi a common-sense plan, Uiey can overcome mold 
and protect tlieir most valuable asset — their home. APA has launched a new initiative and Web 
site, FreeFromMoId.org, which provides recommendations and suggestions for addressing com- 
mon causes of mold. Following is tlie their ""Ibn-Point Protection Plan." If homeowners follow the 

plan's routine maintenance suggestions, they can help 
\keep minor mold problems from becoming major 
'headaches. 

l.Roof — Remove moss and lichen growth any- 
where on the roof using a broom or garden hose 
wiUi a spray nozzle. Direct water down llie 
roof, never up under the shingles. 
|Rcmove debris build-up in valleys and at 
'vvall-lo-roof intersections, 

2. Gutters/downspouts — Clean 
gutters witli a blower, hose or small broom. (A 
hose will help pinpoint leaks and oilier trouble 
spots.) Use gutter cement on cracks or replace 
j gutter sections according to manufacturer's 
instnictions. Make sure Uiat dowTispouis drain 
away from tlie house. 

3. Wlndows/doors/sidlng — Inspect and 
recaulk siding, windows, utility penetrations and doors. Check that weaUierstripping around 
doors and windows seals tightly to prevent moisture from enlering. 

4. Drainage — Make sure dial perimeter ground slopes away from tlie foundation. If down- 
spouts dead-end near die foundation, add splash blocks to redirect water away from the foun- 
dation. ■■'• -- ---.-■ ■ ■, ■. -. -., . 

5. Sprinklers — Water your plants, notyour house. Redirect lawn sprinklers so diey do not 
wet the siding, windows or foundation walls. 

6. Landscaping— Trim plants away from die siding. Large slirubs or vegetation may need 
to be moved if foliage persistently contacts siding, windows or utility penetrations like dryer 
vents. 

7. Attic — Look for water stains on the underside of die roof, nistcd nails and discolored 
moldy sections on any surface. If you find any of diese moisture warning signs, look for the 
source of the moismre, such as a vent Uiat isn't direcUng air to the outside. Also check that tliere 
is room for air to flow from the eaves (sofTil vents) into tlie attic space and put die upper roof 
vents. 

8. Ventilation— Install timers onbaUiroom and laundry fans, and run fans for 20 minutes 
after showers. Your bath, kitchen and laundry fan ducts should vent outside and never terminate 
in die attic or anoUier area of the house. 

9, IGtchen/Bath — Inspect pliinibing fixtures, paying particular atleiUion to areas under 
sinks and toilets and around showers and tubs. Look for stains, cracks and mold on caulk, and 
repair as necessary 

10. Basement — Check your basement and crawlspace for moisture problems such as 
standing water, mold on floor joists or rust on metal fasteners. Replace loose or missing bait insu- 
laUon. If crawlspace is not insulated, install a 6-mil polyediylene vapor barrier over exposed 
ground. If you find serious moisture damage or standing water in the crawlspace or basement, 
call a contractor to repair and correct llie source of tlie problem.

America. These hydrangeas are best reserved for gardeners on the East and West Coast who have 
a milder maritime climate similar to Japan. Care must also be taken to prune at the proper time. 
Prune only lightly, while tlie plants are blooming in June. 

The flower color of big leaf hydrangea ranges from white to deep pink to rich blue depend- 
ing upon tlie variety selected and your soil type. Soil pH and aluminum content affect Uie flower 
color, with acid soils producing blue flowers, and alkaline soUs producing pink blooms. Even in 
acidic soils low levels of aluminum or high levels of phosphorous may result in pink flowers. 
Spring and autumn treatment witli aluminum sulfate will solve this and help produce blue flow- 
ers. 

Most gardeners will find greater success with panicle hydrangeas (Hydrangea pankulata). 
Tliese plants are very hardy and bloom reliably nomatter where you live. Pruning is not compli- 
cated so you will be rewarded with plenty of dramatic summer flowers. The difference is that 
panicle hydrangea flower buds are formed in late spring. The flower buds will never be damaged 
by frost or freeze, so they bloom reliably every year. Pruning is much easier as well. Simply prune 
them from late fall to spring. If you want larger flowers, cut tliem back extra hard. It's tliat easy. 

One of tlie best panicle varieties is 'Limelight.' It's a beautiful new selection with remarkable 
soft green flowers. It is avery strong bloomer witli loads of flowers from July untU frost. It's unique 
because its large, full blooms change to shades of pink and burgundy as summer runs into fall. 
The result is a dramatic combination of green, pink and burgundy Dowers on the same plant. 
Limelight Is very easy to grow, can be planted in fuU sun or partial shade, and is unaffected by soil 
pH. Tills 6- to 8-foot tall beauty is a great addition to existing shrub borders, the back of the 
perennial bed or it can be used as a dramatic low- maintenance hedge. The flowers are perfect for 
cutting, and will retain their green color if placed in a yase for drying, limelight is a gardener's 
dream. 

If you are lucky enougli to find it, 'Little Lamb' is an excellent new selection of panicle 
hydrangea. Noted for its semi- dwarf habit, its -delicate white flower heads look like little iambs 
dancing across the plant. Children especially will enjoy Utile Lamb and like picking flowers for 
mother all summer long!
